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BIRTHPLACE  OF  JOHN  MILTON  HAY 

This  modest  building  at  Salem,  Indiana,  was  the  birthplace 
of  one  of  the  Hoosier  state's  talented  sons,  John  Milton  Hay. 
Born  here  in  1838,  not  many  miles  from  the  boyhood  home  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  John  Hay  became  the  secretary  of  President 
Lincoln,  and  later  secretary  of  the  legations  at  Paris,  Madrid 
and  Vienna.  He  was  ambassador  to  England  in  1897-98,  and 
Secretary  of  State,  at  Washington,  1898  to  1905.  Like  most 
talented  Hoosiers  he  was  the  author  of  many  books. 
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
